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1. New Mines Opened in the Jachymov Area ere 


perce arenes 


a. Abertamy: The Jeronym mine, formerly deserted, has been reopened re- 
cently. To date only secondary veins of uranium ore have been found. 
Drifts have been started in a westerly direction. 


b. Vrsek (lerlgsberg}: iuxeavation work has started within the area of the 
old coal mine. Ore of good guality was found during the excavation of 
the drift varallel to the vein. Up to now only one vein of pitchblende 
has been found. 


Ce Zalesi Cjerlesgrin): A new drift has been cut parallel to a vein dis- 
covered in the old mine. Un to the present, two veins of pitchblende 
of very soodqgm@ifty have ceen discovered.

d. Eduard: A new mine has been opened in the northern part of the RKovnost 
mine area at a point of previous excavations. Ore of very good quality 
has been found here, but the output is rather lowe 


e. Tomas: A new mine has been opened on the western edge of the ore fields 
east of Jachvmov. Ure of a high quality has been found here, but the 
mine has not been exrloited systematically. 


f. Klement: This area is still being explored. Ore of a very high quality 
has been found here and a mine has been opaned in the area of previous 
excavations. 


g, The most promising ore deposits are located in the area west of the Elias 
mine, where pits Nos. II and ITI have been furnished with the necessary 
equipment and machinery. The quality of ore found here is superior even 
to that found at the Rovnost mine. Intensive exploration of the area is 
still in progress. 


h, All the above enumerated minas are under ths direction of the Experimental 
and Research Projects Administration, Systematic exploitation of the ore 
deposits has ‘not started yet and it is not likely that it will start within 
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a year. The quality of ore found in the Krusne Hory (Erzgebirge) area is in- 
ferior to that found in the Jachymov area. 


2. Deposits of Uranium Ore outside the Jachynov Area 


a. Pribram: Deposits of uranium ore have been discovered in the Pribram area, 
The estimated volume ov derasits is about 1,000,000 cu.m. 


b. Slavkov: In the spring of 1948 a new mine was opened in the area of Slavkov, 
Loket district. (See attached sketch.) 


e. Zilina-Gadea, Slovakia: Uranium ore has been discovered in a magma of per- 
-matite in the region between Carica and Zilina, Slovakia, 


3. Russian Exploration Projects 


@. The Russian staff of research technicians 2m divided into small groups, 
each of which has been allotted a certain of the Krusne Hory (Erzgebirge). 
Kach exploration groun consists of a geophysicist, a geologist, a mineralo- 
gist (working with other erauns also), a hydrologist (working with other 
groups), and several technical employees, mostly Czech. 


b. The most numerous groun is called Jachymovskaja Partija and is neaded oy 
Ing, Cernisev, who is also the groun's geologist, Ing. Trojsky is the geo- 
physicist and Ing. Cerkasov a technician for the group. 


c. Thesagther independetit research groups aref Slavkov, Potucky, Vejprty, 
Ryzoviha (name of establishment not town), Pribram. Ing. Grib is the head 
of the exploration projects, Ings Vercoba the chief engineer, Ing. Duben- 
kina chief mineralogist, Ing. B&mtuchina chief hydrologist, Ing. Sobolev 
chief petrographer. A snecial four called Revisionnaja Partija (Research 
Party) was set up in Jily 1947 with the task of exploring the entire terri- 
tory of Czechoslovakia for uranium deposits, The group completed the ex- 
ploration of Bohemia in 1947 and is now working in Moravia and Slovakia. 
The group consists of chief Ine, Kazdan (Russian), two Czech and two Slovak 
technicians, one assistant, and.one driver. 


d. The activity of each exploratisancroup does not end with the opening of a 
new mine; the group further explores the areaaljacent to the mine and measures 
the radioactivity of tne denosits in the mine.
